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Faculty Picket Wales; Contract Near

On February 27, 1979, 
approximately 65 faculty 
members were seen walking 
around the Wales building 
carrying signs, flags, and 
wearing placards. The 
purpose of this demon- 
stration was to bring to the 
attention of the public and 
the board of trustees the 
issue of the teachers’ con- 
tract. 

As the snow fell around 
the picketers, the media 
interviewed them, and the 
Fulcrum got a few of the 


teachers’ views on just what 
was happening. We were 
informed that the march was 
just to bring attention to the 
problem, and that there was 
no intention of a strike. The 
only possibility of further 
action at this time would be 
another picket, 


The teachers feel that no 
one seems to be taking them 
seriously when they plead 
for action on their contract. 
They believe that their old 
contract was tried and true 
except they do need a raise. 
This raise would only be 
necessary to correspond 


v 


with the raise of inflation. 
After all, it has been 18 
months since their last raise. 

We asked some of the 
teachers if they had any 
comments to make, and a 
few responded with their 
opinions: 

Mr. Forsythe commented; 
“It’s cold out here,” and that 
he hopes for action soon. 
“It’s been too long without’a 
contract.” 

Mr. Zuccolo noted; ‘A 
contract is important.- We 
deserve a contract. and a 
raise, but_money isn’t the ~ 
only issue. The Grievance _ 
policy is most important;

The Radiologic 
Technology program. at

In such cases the higher grade will 
enter the G.P.A. : 
Note7: Only those courses required in a program or electives for the degree will enter into 
the G.P.A. 

Note 8: Academic Warning: 

Students who have a cumulative grade point average of less than 2.00 will receive a letter 
from the chairperson or appropriate academic official which will advise them that a 2.00 
average is necessary to graduate. 


Students who have a cumulative grade point average less than 1.00 will receive a letter 
from the chairperson or appropriate academic official which will advise them to make an 
appointment to see his-her academic advisor and-or counselor. 

Note 9: President’s List: 

Full-time students who have a semester grade point average of 3.80 or better will be named 
to the President’s List. Such students must successfully complete a minimum of 12 hours 
and 45.6 honor points; i.e. courses which use the S-U grade option may not be among the 12 
hours of credit. - 
Note 10: Dean’s List 

Full-time students who havea semester grade point average between 3.50 and 3.79 inclusive 
will be named to the Dean’s list. Such students must successfully complete a minimum of 12 
hours and 42 honor points; i.e. courses which use the S-U grade option may not be among the 
12 hours of credit. 


Note i1: Graduation with High Honors: 


Students who graduate with a cumulative grade point average of 3.80 or better will receive 
the distinction of graduating with High Honors. 


Note 12: Graduation with Honors: 


Students who graduate with a cumulative grade point average of between 3.50 and 3.79 
inclusive will receive the distinction of graduating with Honors.

The grades are usually good

complished or project failed. 

In terms of our Carter 
fantasy, much of _ the 
American popultaion 18 
years old & older might have 
definite feelings about 
sending a massive combat 
force to war within 4 years of 
the Vietnam disaster.

As you can see from the 
data above, there is not an 
overwhelming demand for 
the 2-yr business graduate. 
In many cases, the AAS 
degree is not considered a 
terminal degree. This aspect 
has been personally verified 
by myself during recent 
telephone conversations 
with the Personnel Directors 
of some of our local in 
dustrial giants (IBM, Singer- 
Link, NYSEG). Very briefly, 
if your career goal is a 
managerial, supervisory, or 
upper level administrative 
position with a large in- 
dustrial firm, the 2-yr. 
business degree will not be 
enough to ‘‘get your foot in 
the door’. More firms are 
beginning to demand the 
Master’s degree, with some

openings for people with a 
four year degree plus ex- 
perience. 

If your AAS degree is in 
Business Administration or 
Marketing the basic, entry- 
level, positions for gaining 
experience will be insurance 
and real estate sales or as a 
manager trainee in ‘fast 
food” and retail firms. If you 
have good clerical skills, 
many individuals have been 
able to progress through the 
ranks to administrative 
positions, even though they 
started out as typists or mail 
room clerks. With a 2 yr. 
degree in Accounting, in 
addition to those positions 
already mentioned, 
bookeeper and accounting 
clerk are common entry 
level slots. 


To end this column on a 
more positive note, although 
these entry level positions 
are not the most glamorous, 
they can lead to ‘‘bigger and 


better things’. When 
combined with further 
education, they can 


definitely be a way to 
overcome the ‘“‘experience 
only” trap. Always keep in 
mind that your prime asset 
for promotion to upper 
echelon positions in business 
will be your own 
aggressiveness and ability to 
sell and not the degrees you | 
hold. Pie

This Term 


Broome Community 
College is offering 85 mini 
courses this *term, with 
many of them starting the 
week of Feb. 26 and others in 
the following weeks through 
April. 

As usual, there is a great 
diversity of courses in the 
program. Four of the 
courses, for example, are 
“Fundamentals of Suc- 
cessful Selling,’ ‘‘Chinese 
Painting,’ ‘‘Tax-Sheltered 
Annuities” and ‘Listening 
Skills—Learning to Im- 
prove.” 


Most of the mini courses 
run for three to six weeks in 
length, one evening per 
week. They are non-credit 
courses, with no homework, 
no examinations and no 
grades. 


They are open to anyone 
in the community, and the 
fees are most reasonable— 
about $3 or $4 per session. 

BCC has free flyers that 
people can write for, or they 
can call the College’s Office 
of Continuing Education 
(772-5012) for information.

From March fifth to the ninth, Dan Dodway, the 
chairman of the college Senate and co-chairman of 
the grading committee, sat in the cafeteria lobby in 
order to answer questions dealing with the recently 
passed grading policy. The new policy will replace 
the No Credit (N.C.) with a Failure (F) and-or the 
Withdraw (W) grade next semester. 

With the W grade installed, a student who wants to 
withdraw froma class will have to act within the 
fourth and tenth week of the semester. The person 
' will receive no penalties for dropping a class, thoug 1, 
he or she will acquire a W on their permanent 
records. 

While the N.C. was in policy, a student could not 
fail at Broome Community College. When the F 
grade is in effect next semester, a person whose 
grades are below a D will receive a failing mark and 
must take the course over again. Once the class is 
taken over, the higher mark will replace the F, but 
the failure is still a part of the student’s transcript; 
much like the current N.C. The undeniable dif- 
ference between the F and N.C. grade is that the No 
Credit does not destroy the student’s Grade Point 
Average like the failure does. 

Critics of the N.C. state that the No Credit grade 
tends to inflate the G.P.A. Now, with a grading 
system geared towards failure, the Grade Point 
Average will be back in the lower segments where 
they belong. In actuality, the F and W grades serve 
the same purposes the No Credit has already ac- 
complished, but sometimes change for change’s sake 
wins over and a more equitable system for an open 
admittance community college such as Broome 
loses. 

An interesting aspect of the newly approved 
grading policy is how the proposal was ratified. The 
grading question should haye been answered jointly 
by the people who receive and deliver the grades. 
For some reason though, the student viewpoint was 
not considered by the College Senate when the 
grading proposal was voted on. 

When the College Senate decided to poll the 
campus about their proposal, as recommended by 
Dr. Blomerly, they narrowed the field down from all 
full-time students and faculty, administrative 
personnel and part-time students and faculty to just 
circulating their mailed questionnaire to full-time 
faculty members; they did not rule out or discourage 
students-to circulate their own questionnaire and 
“submit the results to the Senate for consideration.’’ 
The yes or no ballot sent by the Senate yielded 72 in 
favor and 29 opposing votes. A poll taken by the 
students throughout the campus on a person to 
person basis showed that out of the 329 students 
questioned, 57 favored the F grade, 252 opposed it 
and 20 did not care. 

On February fifteenth, the college Senate ap- 
proved the new grading policy. A hand vote was 
taken in which eleven were in favor, five opposed, 
and two abstained. A role-call vote followed in which 
nine members favored the proposal, seven opposed, 
and three abstained. 

The outcome of the February decision will not be 
felt until next semester. At that point in time, 
possibly, the students will realize what the faculty 
pulled on them and will correct the situation.
